The i'ulunial Secrrtary was gloil the 
extract had been produced, as it ta\ed liim 
the neceuity of explaining the principle* 
which had actuated the Government in 
their millions with regard tu the applica- 
tion uf Convict I.nlumr. It would be wen 
from this that convicts were not lu he inv 
ployed iu any way that did nut afford an 
iniinediale or prospective rvmuneration tu 
the Hume Government for lheu labour.

for the payment of L< store*." aa well as 
ihe labour expended in such public works. 
It Was impossible to say exactly what 
would lie required ; but iu the case of the 
Bridge at Bridgrwater there would be? an 
expenditure of iron. £300 a year tu 
Ihe rale fixed to be paid out of the tolls to 
the Hume Government for the erection of 
the Bridge. 

Mr. Gregsoti aecuiirjed (he resolution. 
The Comptroller-aenerai, in answer to 
an inquiry from Mr. Ferritin, explained, 
instead of paying fW. a day for the men's 
labour, tbe £iQ0 a year would be taken 
in liquidation of the debt incurred in per- 
forming the worka proposed. 

Mr. tjrejraun opposed the third reaolti- 
tasp, tie was satisfied thai (he Irrigation 
scheme would not benefit the culuny ge- 
nerally. It wouliloaly be partial— bene- 
fitting a few individual a great eipenie 
lo the country. From what he knew of 
Mr. Cotton's plan he waa convinced of its 
impracticability. 

On Ihe motion uf Mr. Kermude the re- 
solution, with the Colonial Secretary '• 
amendment with regard tu the stores, wai 
ead. 

Mr, Fenton stated hit belief that Irriga- 
tion would be very partial in ilaopetation ; 
only benriilling one [Kjrtiun of the com- 
munity at the coil of another. He had 
liern in India, and had seen ihe method 
adopted there for irrigating land. There 
they had the benetiVof cheap labour. At 
the period or irrigatiuu it required a num- 
ber of hands tu attend to it, and tu turn 
the water into numerous channel* to ob- 
tain an equal distribution. How were the 
settler* to nbtain thi* cheap labour here 1 
But, independently of this difficulty, he 
contended that the character of the toil 
and local posilioDi in this colony were 
nul, generally •peaking, luitable for the 
purposes of irrigation upon an extended 
stale. 

Mr. Gregsun moved that the notice, be 
withdrawn. 

Mr. Kerr seconded Iht motion. 
Mr. penton thought that they might 
employ convict labour to greater advan- 
tage in other ways. He, however, did not 
abject to a portion of the scheme being 
attempted, by way of experiment. When 
the water wn* brought to ihe land, the 
expense uf conducting il over the fields 
was nat trifling, and then Ihey were to 
pay Uli, an acre for cultivated lands so 
irrijeated — £500 a year for one thousand 
tieiri, He naked what return they ex- 
pected, lu meet that turn? He could see 
none, fteraidei, he had found from expe- 
riment ihal irrigation wai not beneficial 
in all case*. If laid upon cultivated land 
with a clay subsot), i< wax decidedly hurt- 
ful to the crop. The settlers were nut 
10W in a ci)i)ditiuu to meet even common 
rxpeusc*. He opposed the reaohiliun, as 
t stoud. 

The question wa* then put tu the vote, 
and Mr. (TTfgsun'a motion Inst— Mr, tlreg- 
son, Mr, Kerr, nod Mt. Fenton being the 
minority. 

The Clerk of the Council then read the 
notice uf the Colonial tJecreury's motiun, 
requesting the approval uf the Council to 
the preliminary arrangement entered inlo 
hy II is Kxcellency with the CumuiercirJ 
bank, for a cash credit tu the amount of 
£24,000. 

The C'ulouial Secretary explained ih*t 
the preliminary arrangement had nut been 
acted upon. To ihorr the exigencies of 
the caae, he would state that last year they 
had been obliged to iwrrnw from the Cum- 
iniixarinl C5J.O0O. The expenditure was 
Cltid.tKW , including £i,0tm returned tu 
the Bank uf Van Diemen a Laud Hit 
Kxcellency hud adopted the cuurse of bur- 
rowing from the Cummiuarial, liecauae il 
wai rhesprsi. Bills could nul have lieen 
drawn upon th* lluiiieGoverniudtit without 
injury tn the Brilith Treasury. Treaturv 
bills were at a low ebb, and if the Culunia] 
Government had yon* inhi the market 
with their drafts, tu addition tu the Cuin- 
initarariajf, titey ntutl have lust thru, to 
8 pet cent. His Excellency therefore 
proposed to the banks the plan of allow - 
ing a cash credit to Ihe amount of 
£25,000, thai being about the sum which 
it wax calculated would lie required. The 
expenditure in 1845 was estimated al 
Cllfi,<itl, and the deficiency at about 
£14,1100. Hut the Government not having 
been able to carry oiti the savings tu the 
full rxtent contemplated, he now anti- 
cipated a still larger deficiency. Jluneier 
desirable retrenchment waa, the Govern- 
ment felt thev could (nw go further In 
in st ire to thr colony ; and in jnatire to 
public unit era. it ivsr. not fsir to (urn Idem 
out ou thr world ar a moment* warning 
In ihe Roil Department m, rrdmliun 
had lieen madr hn( a- new arrangement 
was mnlemplalrd. at nnly settle nerd men 
would unw lie employed uu the main line 
ot road. In a new colony like this, it 
was very difficult tu estimate the revenue 
required, the toiitingenciet were so man) , 
to unexpected, and to difficult tn foresee ; 
but il was probable that they would want 
from £20.000 to £25,000. The arrange- 
ment Hi) Rxcellenry find made uith the 
Commercial Bank it, that, un requisition, 
the ratal required will he placed tu th* 
credit uf the Government at thr beginning 
nf the month, the. drafts uf Grrvernmeril 
would bt heaviest in the hrtt six month,. 



w hule island concurred, he stated he would 
have reduced the expenditure uf it. And 
are we BOW, un the verge uf insolvency, 
lu burrow money fur Imperial purpose! t 
He therefore thought, in juitice to the 
colony, they ought, to a man, avoid creat- 
ing a colonial debt, which, under existing 
cite urn stances, inuit continue tu increase. 
The h<>M»raluV member then read hit 
amendment. " That ihia Council, fully 
ciinciirriog with Hit Kxcellency in opi- 
nion that the pre tent tie pressed suite of the 
revenue i* inadequate tu meet the expenses 
which aie imputed upoB it,— is uf opinion 
Ihe Hume Government are bound, by every 
principle of justice and equity, lu rrlieve 
Ihe Gov eminent from the difficulty, al the 
debt hat been created in maintaining an 
expenae for the sole benefit of the mother- 
country lu controlling the convict* tent tu 
this colony, and who are employed *uleiy 
for British purposes . with atrict iojunc- 
tiom not to be employed on the mads, or 
any utber m«k than to promote the in- 
terest ur well-being of tbe coluny. And 
that this Council cannot consent to create 
a colonial debt, which must yearly increase, 
without any prospect of Ihe revenue being 
ahle to meet il for tuch a purpose, with- 
out some remedial measures which will 
afford a home consumption of their pru- 
duce at a remunerating price , and wliich 
will enable them toiiblain capital at a rate 
tu leave some remuneration to the em- 
ployer. 2nd. That this Council would 
nut, therefore, be justified in approving of 
a rate of interest, at a Government mea- 
rure, at seven pet cent,, a rate that tin 
industry can repay ; and more especially 
when the Home Government can readily 
procure it at a third uf this rate." 

Mr, Kermode seconded the amendment, 
which was then put to the vote and lost. 

Mr, Gregsun entirely dissented from the 
proposed loan. He recommended hit Kx- 
cellency should draw upon the home go- 
vernment, and he hoped that amendment 
would pari. In 1823 and 4, tbe Governor 
of this colony draw upon the home govern- 
ment for the necessary funds for convict 
purposes. It can never be supposed that 
thia colony can pay for being made an 
immense gaol. The settlers were now 
supplying food to the convicts at iO per 
cent, under prime coat. Under anch cir- 
cumstance* he wuuld submit most respect- 
fully, tliat if the slate of llie colony were 
fairly represented tu the home govern me nt, 
they could nut insist upon such a course 
of cruel injustice. It appeared thai his 
Rxcellrncy had made representations to 
Lurd Stanley, un the injustice of the 
Columal Government defraying ihe burden 
uf the Police and Gaul Rttablixhtnenbi. 

Hit Excellency wat clad Mr. Gregson 
was satisfied un thai head, 

Mr, Gregauu continued, that hit Kxrel- 
luitcy ought tu repeat his representatiuna. 
from which, coupled with remonstrance uf 
the Council, lie trusted aonte guod wuuld 
be derived, Fotmet GuvrruOrs had no 
hesitation in drawing Treasury Hills, and 
he therefore muved that bit Kitellency 
draw upurt the hotue government instead 
of contracting a debt with the Commercial 
Bank. 

His Kxcellency said the honorable 
member laboured under a mistake — no 
dcht had been incurred as yet. It wuuld 
i not be a hit better if he drew upon the 
Home Government, a* the bills would be 
ill i honoured, anil he should be responsible 
for their payment , and he trusted the 
justice uf the colony had nut arrived at 
the slate to require him to du that. 

Ur. Kermode : Many settlers in the in- 
terior said to him — " Yuu are plunging 
the colony into debt. You are saddling 
ut with the expenses uf lite Police and 
Gaol establishment*, which we have uu 
right to bear." They werr uuw called 
ii]H>u lu counlenance a fresh debt of 
£25,000, while the legitimate revenue uf 
(he culuny was taken fur ullirr purpose*, 
If Ihe Colo niat Revenue wa* pniperly 
applied, we should not be in debt djOO.OIHI, 
anil now jfiJ,000 more will make 
£n:,i>im. li wuuld be unjusl tu the 
colony if he were to give a silent vote un 
the occasion. He for uqe felt con fide nt 
that the drafta of His Kxcellency upon the 
Home Government would not he dis- 
honoured. 

Hit Kxcellency : Mr, Krrinudr should 
have stated this when he wns on the 
finance Ounuaittee, 11*4 h* given the 
same advice I bete, His Excellency ought 
have attended tu it, 

Mr. Keruiude said be was only ujie uut 
uf five ur six. 

The Attorney-General thought his 
iiieiunr) had altogether failed him — and 
if the Im tu nol there, arid hr did not 
see llie Heport before him. be .bnulJ un- 
duiibledlj hate uueniourel ihe evidence 
ul hi . own senses But tiaviiiK talitfur- 
tury '.eatifiiony at hand tu the currrcliieti 
uf hit iiuprestiunn, he could nol but 
exprcta hit wondrous surprise al the 
learned member"* opposition. Thr At-

Mr, Penwn I An attack had been made 
on (he hon. member who spoke hul for 
slating thai thr accommodation could be 
1 effected on reasonable trrint. If llie 
country cannot pay the loan al the end of 
the year, we hare an account current with 
the Commissariat— we already owe it 
*00,000., and we can btai„ £H,tm 
more, (Laughter). He contended thai 
the present question ought to be an open 
measure with Government officers on 
their side uf the table as well as on the 
uther. Nut tliat they were unanimous on 
his tide. He liked to see Government 
ufflcers well paid j but if the revenue 
would nut afford it, Guvernment officers 
mutt tuffer in thr bail timet at well at the 
teitlert. Tbe Government officers ought 
to make a grand stand against the motion. 
Next year the revenue would again be in- 
■ufficieut, and £50,090 more would be re- 
quired. He hoped every hon. member at 
least who had a ataike in the country wuuld 
oppose the measure. 

The Colonial Secretary.— The hon. 
mem be r's supposed benefit will be derived 
by the adoption of the amendment. Hi) 
Kxcellency had tu perform justice tu the 
Home Government aa tn this colony. He 
was hound tu consider the interests of the 
British Treasury. It wo* forgutten that 
thi* Government was nol accountable to 
the culony but to the Home Government. 
His Excellency Wat responsible to the 
Home Government, *i unperiur i to the 
Council, as inferior. He wuuld with, 
with all due kindness, lossy that thr hon. 
member seemed to mistake their put i lion, 
Whom did they borrow from f They 
burrowed from a parent to whom account 
waa lu lie rendered as their superior . The 
hon. gentleman praised our present m- 
■litutiutii aa the best thai could possibly 
exist, and warmly dilated upon " ihe 
advantage uf belonging to the highest, the 
moat liberal, and must generous, and the 
must benevolent of all tbe Governments in 
the world." 

Captain .Swanaton would tmheailatingly 
have voted fur the amendment, if be 
the bills could be sold. Being 
doubtful of thit, he would not place the 
Government in a still rqure embarrassed 
situation. He considered that both tax- 
ation ami docking should be carried mil to 
the full extent recommended in the Fi- 
nance Report; if not, a permanent debt 
wuuld be created, Tbe Ouvernment say 
ihey require £23,000. But he wuuld tell 
ihem that double that sum would be 
wanted. The Council tnusl be prepared 
six months hence for another demand to 
the extent of £25,000. He would fear- 
lessly and boldly state, that unlets they 
taxed to the estrnl uf 00,000. and 
docked £rt>.0u0, the colony wuuld be in- 
evitably aaddled with a permanent debt.
